This is 
probably the iirst instance of an uncle, 
and nephew occupying places on the su- 
preme bench at the same time.

distinguished men named for the place, 
so that the selection of Judge Brewer 
maj be regarded as the President's own 
choice.

JOHN IKWIX'S WHITE FRONT. 


A Peep »t U>e Trophies Mr. Herbert Ward 


Brought from Africa. 


A few privileged friends were asked 


recently to meet Mr. E. J. Glare, of Lon- 
don, at the Tremont house, and at the 
same time to see the many curiosities 
which Mr. Herbert Ward brought from 
Africa with him. These articles are not 
exhibited at the lecture, but are shown 
privately to friends. Mr, Glave, who has 
charge of them, is a young Englishman 
with a taste for adventure, who has been 
into the interior of Africa with both Mr. 
Stanley and Mr. Ward, and has achieved 
a decided reputation as a successful 
hunter. It is most interesting to hear 
his descriptions of the life among the 
savages, and he speaks modestly of his 
own prowess, referring only to the deeds 
of other men, until some straightforward 
question brings an answer that he can- 
not help giving. 


The «odd has grown accustomed to 


eastern curios. Chin.i, India and Japan 
are no longer unknown lands, and the 
arts and industries from those countries 
are almost as well known as those of 
Europe and America; but in the curiosi- 
ties shown by Mr. Glave one is brought 
face to face "with a new people and a 
hitherto unknown land. The first sensa- 
tion which one has is a wonder how these 
people learned to do so many things; 
they wuik in iron and other metal, they 
weave a cloth from fiber, they carve in 
wood and ivory, and their straw or cane 
weaving is wonderful from its fine work- 
manship, its beauty of design and Per- 
fect finish. This was best shown in the 
shields, which are long and narrow, cov- 
ering the whole body when held in front 
til it? It resembles more than anything 
LUC lino cane work of the East Indies. It 
is smooth and glossy, and some of the 
fibers are as fine as thread. Black and 
white fibers are uicd, the design being 
wrought in black on the white ground 
and is even more beautiful on the back 
side than on the front. 
Ot conr.se, all 


this work is done by hand, and it is as 
even and regular as if made by machine. 


The ornaments worn by the women 


are barbaric in design; still they have a 
beauty of shape that is unsurpassed by 
anything modern. 
Copper is a great 


deal used by them, and also iron; the 
first is to ornament almost entirely, and 
the latter is used for money, as well as 
for'the cruel implements of war. Among 
the most interesting trophies are the 
axes and bows and arrows used by the 
nation of dwarfs, a newly discovered 
people, who have given Stanley a great 
deal of trouble during his last trip. 


They are a small people, only about 


four feet in height, with small frames 
and short necks, a most repulsive look- 
ing people, and very savage and fierce; 
they are not physically strong, but are 
very quick in their movements, and 
have a less degree of intelligence than 
most of the other tribes. The axes are. 
short handled, broad bladed, ugly look- 
ing affairs; the bows are very small, al- 
most like toy bowa, with correspondingly 
small arrows, which are poisoned at the 
sharp iron tips. Small as these are, they 
are deadly, if they strike, as the poison 
is very powerful and quick in its action. 


The savage idea of ornament is shown 


in the waist belts, bracelets, earrings and 
anklets worn by the women; these con- 
stitute the entire coetutue, but the richer 
and more powerful a man is, the more 
heavily he loads his wives with these 
tokens of hia esteem and their worth. 
The more of this kind of ornament a 
woman has, the higher is her financial 
value. After all, civilization and bar- 
barism are not so far apart as it would 
seem at the first glance. 


A spoon carved of wood id in a grace- 


ful and unique pattern, that might be 
copied with advantage by silversmiths 
who are in search of something new and 
artistic. 
This is simply wood carving, 


but the shape is very graceful and 
beautiful. 
Some of the spoons carved 


in ivory were not unlike those of me- 
diaeval Europe, and it makes one wonder 
anew how ideas could have grown 
among people who know literally noth- 
ing of a life beyond that one in this 
savage land. It certainly proves that 
those ideas must be common to the 
whole human race, and that some o£ toe 
very best of our civilization came with 
us from barbarity. 


A beautifully wrought copper collar 


worn by an African chief was as finely 
engraved as some of the specimens of 
Benares brass work. There are also some 
fine specimens of etching on some of the 
knives. It is perfectly impossible to give 
anything like an adequate idea of the 
novelty of this exhibition or of its com- 
pleteness, but it is certainly one of the 
most interesting that has ever been given 
in the city.

These unknown quantities ha\e not 


been made a siibjivt of bo much study 
by the natural gas companies as they 
would have been had there heen more 
time to study them.

It is a singular fact, 
hut nevertheless a fic't, that no reliable 
test has ever heen made of the tempera-1 
Hire of gas as it conies from the sand 
rocks, an J then what it is w hen it enters 
the pipe. Several German scientists who 
were over here recently seemed especial- 
ly anxious to get such tests. 


It was impossible to gratify them sim- 


ply for the reason that all the wells are 
drilled by contract, and no contractor 
would allow the six hours' loss of time 
which would result by the stoppage of 
work each time such a test v as made, 
in order to allow the sand to regain its 
normal temperature after the heat made 
by the friction of the drill had subsided. 


No known method has been devised 


for driving natural gas. It must carry 
itself or it does not goat all. Taking the 
two instances named out of many that 
might be given, it follows that with 
small pipes there must be a high rock 
pressure from the wells, or the gas can 
not be piped for a distance of thirty or 
forty miles. 


Another question equally important in 


determining the problem of stability is 
the character of the sand in which the 
gas is found; whether it generates gas or 
is simply a storage house which may, in 
time, become exhausted. Gas is never 
found in solid granite; it invariably comes 
from a loose, porous rock. 


Sometimes this sand is actually pebbly, 


as is found in some sections of the Mur- 
raysville field. In other cases it may have 
the appearance of greater density; but, 
nevertheless, it will be found to be porous. 
Xo gas sand that will produce a paying 
well is of greater density than will admit 
of one-sixth of its volume in gas. The 
gas is contained in thf interstices of the 
stone, possibly in a liquid form, because 
of the high pressure. It certainly is 
greatly conden.sed at any rate. The bor- 
ing of the hole allows it to escape; but it 
escapes' from a store house, and when 
it is all out there is and can he no imme- 
diate or early process of regeneration or 
restoration; it is gone.

Cui-iou* Hallatonei. 


C'urioiH phenomena of the hailstorm, 


which vi^ . Philadelphia on O 't. 1 
last, are discussed by Professor Edwin 
J. Houston, of the high school, in the 
current number of The Franklin Insti- 
tute Journal. It is stated that on some 
of the hailstones which fell, though not 
on the majority, were well marked crys- 
tals of clear transparent ice projected 
from their outer surfaces for distances 
ranging from an eighth to a quarter of 
an inch. ''It is difficult to conceive," 
says Professor Houston, "what condi- 
tions could have existed in the dense 
masses of vapor from which the stones 
received their successive coatings, which 
permitted the vapor to act as a mother 
liquid, despite the violent motions of the 
stones, so geneially to exist during their 
formation. The formation of such crys- 
tals would seem to require comparative 
rest of the stones in a dense vapor a short 
period before their final fall to the earth." 
Professor Houston suggests that the 
theory of an ascending current of air 
would seem to offer the best explanation. 
—Philadelphia P.ecord.

His works are all of a religious 
or philosophical nature, and are sold on 
the subscription plan.

000 copies in less than two years. His 
last two works, "The Living World" and 
"The Story of Man," have both gone be- 
yond 250.000 copies each, and are in- 
dorsed by Mr. Gladstone and Bismarck.

Mr. Buel, 
as will be plainly seen, is beyond the 
neeil of advertising, aud I give him this 
gratuitous mention simply to show how 
popular an author's works may become, 
and yet his name remain unknown to 
the literary world, or to the public at 
large for that matter.—Xew York Com- 
mercial Advertiser.

THE ELECTRIC INCIDENT. 


The Breakage of the Decatur Con- 


ducting Wire Causes Trouble. 


Yesterday afternoon at about 4 o'clock 


the trolley of one of the care on the De- 
catur street car line sprang upward and 
broke the connecting plate of the con- 
ducting 
wire, at the corner of North 


Main and Cerro Gordo streets. 
This 


break caused the overhead or current 
wire to sag from Cerro Gordo street 
south to Lincoln Square, and the guy 
wire leading to the iron pole beneutL the 
electric light tower fell npon the con- 
ducting wire of the Citizens' company. 
Consequently the Citizens' electric cur- 
rent was instantly conducted by the ob- 
structing guy wire to the iron pole under 
the tower and sent to the ground. 
The 


circuit was thus bioken and all of the 
cars on the Citizens' line were instantly 
stopped for wart of power. 
In a few 


moments the 
cause of the trouble 


reached 
Manager 
Ferguson, 
and

the square he found 
Mi. 


Ferguson, W. L. Shellabargpr, Lute 
Shellabarger, Torrence Parneh, the elec- 
trician, Senator Johns, the Citizens' at 
torney. and a large crowd prepent. At 
that time Torrence and Lute were in the 
tower engaged in cutting the guy wire, 
by order of Manager Ferguson, anJ the 
latter, when the work was done, immedi- 
ately hastened to the St. Nicholas tele- 
phone to order the power turned on from 
the station. Before the wire was cut by 
using a rope Pamela attempted to lift 
the guy wire off the conducting wire, 
but it could not be accomplished. 


Just before the guy wire was cut, Mr. 


Fisk, the electrician for the Decatur 
company, came into the crowd, and called 
to Parrish not to cut the wire, but wait 
until a block of wood could be put under 
it. The suggestion was not heeded, be- 
cause the Citizens' people thought such 
a course impracticable, and the severed 
wire fell, and was pulled off the conduct- 
ing wire by Mr. Ferguson. The Citizens' 
company assert that their cars were 
stopped by the obstruction 20 to 30 min- 
utes, and that because of the heavy sag 
in the wire a block of wood or a plank 
could not have kept it in place. 


Manager Martin waa not present at the 


time. He expressed his indignation in 
pointed language, when he saw what had 
bsen done and had heard 8 statement o' 
the affair. He claims that he was not noti-

THE CITIZENS' STATEMENT. 


The. following is a statement furnibhed 


by the Citizens' company for publication: 


The Citizens'Electric Street Railway 


Company have a version of the stopping 
of the cars and cutting of the wires yes- 
tsrday afternoon which, they think, ought 
to put an end to the reported indigna- 
tion of the employes of the other com- 
pany and of persons who have failed to 
secure employment on the Citizens' line. 
It is admitted on all hands that the over- 
head wire construction of the Decatur 
company, like their motor power, is very 
bad.

Tbe 
employes of the Decatnr line knew o 
ought to have known this, and endeav 
ored to remedy this part of the mister 
tune first; but they paid no attention tc 
ths misfortunes of the other company 
and calmly proceeded to help themselves 
The employee of the Citizens' eompan 
endeavored to raise this guy wire, bu 
could not do BO, and after being advise 
by an employe of the other company tha 
it could not be .known how long the d- 
lay would last, and being further advioe' 
by the same employe to cut the guy wire 
the manager of the Citizens' compan 
ordered it out. 
The Decatur compan 


has never before been stopped, short- 
circuited, or interfered with t,by the Cit 
zens" company. On the contrary, it has 
always been accommodated by the lin 
in every way it could, while, as befqr 
elated, the Decatur company, through ii 
imperfect construction, has frequentl 
caused the Citizens' company muc 
trouble, and openly boasted of it. Th 
attention of the Decatur company hai 
been frequently called to the position o 
its guy wires on Lincoln Square,and the 
have been asked to insulate them, as 
ordinarily done, but no good has bee 
accomplished by it.
